In stitu tion s of this kin d, for ex ample, are 
heav y in v estors in the secu rities of ou r b asic in ­ 
du stries—u tilities, railroads, an d g rade A in du s­ 
trial con cern s. An y thin g that makes it difficu lt 
for these in du stries to prog ress, prosper an d pay 
in terest an d div iden ds strikes directly a t the in ­ 
stitu tion s en tru sted with b illion s of dollars of 
the people’s mon ey — mon ey which prin cipally 
b elon g s to person s of small mean s, who cou n t on 
it to protect themselv es an d their depen den ts 
from wan t.

United Tex tile Wo rkers are spo n­ 
so ring a similar plan fo r their 
industry . 
The entire far-flung tex tile 
business wo uld be bro ught under 
strict go v ernmental superv isio n. 
A set-up similar to that which 
prev ailed under NRA befo re the 
supreme co urt swept the reco v ­ 
ery act aside is pro po sed. 
Div isio ns wo uld be created, 
each o perating under its o wn 
co de and with it.s o wn autho rity 
fo r regulating pro ductio n, fix ing 
prices, co ntro lling co mpetitio n 
and regulating labo r co tss. 


Bureaucracy Feared 
The pro po sed co ntro l plan fo r 
the 
tex tile 
industry , ho wev er 
go es the Guffey bill o ne better. A 
div isio n fo r scientific research 
wo uld be set up as well as finan­ 
cial superv isio n and auditing o f 
co de members. It is suggested by 
so me critics o f the pro po sal that 
this feature o f the plan co ntem­ 
plates a sy stem o f po licing simil­ 
ar to that in the garment indus­ 
try under NRA co des.
